committee relieved more than 1.000.- 
noo persons in the small Income class 
i-from the necessity of paying any tax 
as well as reducing- the burden of all 
others on the federal ta.x rolls. 


In deciding also to retain present 


provisions of the law allowing a 25 
per cent reduction on earned incomes. 
the committee 
reserved decision on 


the question of Increasing- the pres- 
ent income limit of $10,000 to which 
such reduction applies. 


CHANGE

The new normal rates voted by the 


committee would reduce from 2 per 
cent to l'/s per cent the rate on the 
first $4,000 for taxable Income and 
fiom 4 per cent to 3 per cent the rate 
on the next $4,000 with a R per cent

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Wahsington, D. C.—No new regula- 


tions or rulings have 
been made by 


the internal revenue bureau affecting 
the distribution of accumulated sur- 
pluses of corporations. 
Rumors tha-. 


the treasury had decided to force dis- 
tributions oC dividends in many cases- 
have been current for several da\s. 
but thus far they can be traced only 
to the sensitiveness of some individual 
concerns rather than to any change in 
policy here. 


The treasury department is still fol- 


lowing- tiie spirit of the existing rev- 
enue act—Section 220—in determining: 
whether a business 
is holding: too 


much of a surplus and is really doina; 
•=,> to evade the payment of sui"a\es 
by individuals. 


At present a corj.-iration pay-* a tax 


of 121,*! per cent 
on not income and 


Jic remainder may be distributed in 
fhe form of dividends or held iu the 
business for future use. 
Should it be 


distributed to individual shareholders, 
the latter do not pay 
a normal tax 


biit they are subjt- -t to surtaxes a: t!ic 
present high rates. 


\\HAj COME DOWN 


Thinking that some day the surtax 


rates would come down—as indeed 
seems very probable now for the new 
law—some concerns may have accum- 
ulated unreasonably large sums in the 
last two years and may fee] it desir- 
able hereafter to distribute such sur- 
pluses in the form of dividends. 


Tills belated- distribution, however, 


comes tinder the scrutiny of the treas- 
ury which reserves the right to criti- 
cize the distribution and insist it could 
have been made 
in previous years 


thus subjecting the individual taxpay- 
er to higher rates. 


The regulation by which the treas- 


ury \3 being guided says in part: 


"An accumulation of gains and pro- 


fits Is unreasonable 
if it Is not re- 


quired for the purpose of the.business, 
considering all the circumstances of 
the case. Tt is not intended, however, 
to penalize reasonable accumulations 
of surplus for the needs of business. 


CAN'T NAME ALL 


"No attempt can be made to enum- 


erate all the ways in which pains and 
profits of a corporation 
may be ac- 


cumulated for the reasonable needs of 
the business. Distributions made by :i 
corporation shortly after the close of 
its taxable year shall be ta.ken into 
consideration in determining the rea- 
sonableness 
of the amount of earn- 


ings and profits of the corporation re- 
tained by It for the. year in question. 


"Undistributed Income 
is properly 


accumulated If Invested In Increase 1 
inventories or additions to plant rea- 
sonably needed by the, business. It 
im- 


properly accumulated If retained for 
working capital required hy the busi- 
ness or In accordance with contract 
obligations placed to the credit of n 
sinking- fund for the purpose of retir- 
ing bonds issued by tho corporation.

Agents Killed in Action 


Chicago. TH.—(XP)—The founder of 


the Anti-Saloon league. Howard Hyde 
Russell. Friday introduced the widow 
of Dr. Purley A. Baker, superinten- 
dent of the league, to the league con- 
vention in an impressive memorial 
tribute to 
"God's captain'' 
as the 


leaguers term Mr. Baker, The throng 
in the assembly room of the auditori- 
um of the Chicago temple rose in sil- 
ent homage to one 
of the greatest 


workers in the caues of prohibition 
the league has known, as Dr. Russell 
reviewed the achievements of their 
dead leader. 


In the afternoon session the Rev M. 


P. Boynton of Chicago read the list 
of the prohibition agents "killed in ac- 
tion in the war on rum" and termed 
them defenders of the constitution like 
those slain in other wars to uphold the 
American flag. 


A challenge to American youth to 


enlist for service in defense of the con- 
stitution with plenty 
of action and 


danger assured, 
was Issued by the 


Rev. Mr. Boynston of Chicago in the 
memorial service at the convention for 
the nearly 50 prohibition officers killed 
In action. 


"We. have now the full equivalent 


of war." Boynton said "with greater 
hazards for the prohibition soldiers 
than the men at the front in the World 
war. 


"These men who fell in the line of 


duty upholding the flag- and constitu- 
tion had no barrage of fire clearing the 
way ahead of them. They went, often 
singly and at night, into dangers from 
moonshiners, bootleggers 
and 
rum 


runners just as desperate and vicious 
as the enemy in the World war. And 
their ranks suffered a far higher per- 
centage of casualties than the Ameri- 
can nrmy In the World war. 


"For them there were no supporting 


companies no general staff to plan and 
no one to protect their advance and 
their line of retreat. 
Mans of them 


were attacked by mobs; some of them 
were broken down by exposure and all 
of them are as surely pntrlotie mar- 
tyrs for their country's 
honor and 


glory as those who sleep at Gettys- 
burg and Flanders fields. 


"If any of the young college men of 


today want action, thrills and a chance 
to fight for their country. I urge them 
to report to General Andrews.

discovered what they believe to be 
definite proof that the body of the 
youthful Paroah is actually In

sarcophagus whose 
splendors 
have 


aroused the admiration of egyptolo- 
gists. 


Their find consists 
of an 
inner 


coffin, shaped to fit the form of the 
body. About this is a linen shroud 
adhering to and covering all the cof- 
fin except the face, on which are the 
painted features customarily depicted 
on such encasements. 
The features 


are believed to represent 
those of 


Tut-Ankh-Amen himself. A string of 
beads and flowers, was around the 
head nf the, sleeping monarch and on 
his che.st. 


Since the finding1 of the tomb of 


Tut-Ankh-Amen and the discovery in 
it of eo many beautiful works of art, 
there has been great expectations as 
to what would be found in the sarcop- 
hagus when it was fully opened.
